consequence. The assumption has to be 
that the Government is buying the stock 
for a purpose; the purpose of operating 
the Bank otherwise than it has been oper- 
ated, and with objectives essentially dif- 
ferent from the objectives of privately- 
owned central banks 

That difference can only be in one di- 
rection. Government-operation must aim 
to avoid the public hardships which have 
existed under private management of 
money and credit. The general welfare—- 
not the gaining of maximum profits on 
the lending of credit—will have to be the 
governing consideration. To level out the 
lines on the business chart and temper 
“booms and slumps” must be the general 
objective if Government-operation is to 
carry any worth while advantage. 


Beside passing the legislation author- 
izing purchase of the Bank stock, parlia- 
ment should before it adjourns give the 
Government issue money with 
which to carry out the projected works 
program, to pay off or re-finance any 
bonds which fall due or become callable 
during the year, and to make loans to 
provinces and municipalities at low rates 
for construction purposes. Only action 
along these lines would give meaning to 
the nationalization of the Bank.

Non-Registered Fire Arms 


Pointing out that homicides are ten tims 
more frequent in the United States than in 
Canada, twenty times more numerous than in 


Great Britain, pointing out also that 70 per cent 
of the homicides in the United States are com-

Tribune urges the passing of a bill now before 
Congress to restrict the traffic in concealable 
weapons. 

State laws have failed to meet the situation, 
failed to disarm “the criminal, the irresponsible 
minor and the mental’ defective.” New York, 
for example, has its “Sullivan Law” to compel 
registration of pistols and revolvers, but a New 
Yorker bent on le can procure a weapon 
merely by going into a neighboring state or 
through a mail-order house. 

Some time ago an Administration bill went 
to Congress to provide for the registration of all 
firearms which could be concealed on the per- 
son. As passed it excluded pistols and revolvers, 
its operation being restricted to machine-guns, 
hort shotguns and silencers. But even 
in this limited field it has been of inestimable 
value in the enforcement of the law and the 
prevention of crime.—Ottawa Journal,

Dizziness is a very unpleasant symptom, but 


is not a disease, Some patients suffer several 
dizzy spells a day, others have them only 
rarely, Still others are dizzy only in special 


situations such as when riding in an automobile 
or a train, or when looking down from a height 

Dizziness' may result from a_ variety of 
conditions, some of them more serious than 
others, and it is impossible to tell off-hand what 
may be causing it in any particular case with 
out examining the patient.

AT BAY TREE | 


oil is now an occu- 
pation of two crews in this dis- 
trict, one north of Bay Tree 
near Bonanza and the other to the 
northeast on the Blakis farm. Both 
these wells, as also the old Imper- 
ial well which was capped after 
it acted for weeks as @h outdoor 
gas lamp, illuminating the whole 
district for miles around, are all 
in Alberta. They are in the valley 
of the Pouce Coupe river which 
rises on the south side of the ridge 
south of Bay Tree. This river el- 
bows near the Hart hotel at Pouce 
Coupe to cross the provincial 
boundary and re-entering Alberta 
finally joins the current of the 
Peace river in Alberta. Thus now 
three or more firms are interested 
in the development of the oil 
sources frorn the cellar of the fer- 
tile land whereabouts 

The Imperial well, on the west 
side of the Pouce Coupe east of 
Rolla, B.C., is asleep under its cap. 
The derrick of the new Guardian 
well is now 100 feet taller than the 
tallest tree or farm building on 
the plain north of Bear or Hender- 
son creek. With a humbler, rather 
rustic derrick, the well of the 
Batcheller syndicate on the north 
edge of the upper end of the Bear 
creek is but one of a series of 
similar test holes that are planned 
for this area. It is now over 1200 
feet deep so it is said and reveal- 
ing very encouraging signs of oil 
in its sand core. 

The blazing Imperial well proved 
there is at least a vast store of gas 
under here and some say also it 
revealed signs of oil as well. For 
years oil has shown on the water 
puddles and springs of this district. 
The drilling cores reveal also the 
series of mineral strata and it is 
rumored that signs of both coal 
and ojl as well as gas are already 
indicated by the drilling that has 
been already done.

Purity of Ice 


‘ Dr. Wm. T. Sedgwick 


Professor of Biology and Sani- 
tary Science, Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology 


“As to the comparative unim- 
portance of Natural Ice as a ve- 
hicle of disease, I feel more 
strongly than ever that the ice 
supply, in comparison to the 
water supply, the milk supply 
and oyster supply, is of only 
trifling importance. I am unable 
otherwise to interpret the sig 
nificant fact that, while thou- 
sands of tons of ice have now 
been consumed annually by all 
sorts and conditions of people, 
not a single epidemic of infec 
tious disease has hitherto been 
satisfactorily fastened on any ice 
supply. 

“Many typhoid germs are kill 
ed by freezing and after two 
weeks’ exposure in the ice, up- 
wards of 99% die; the remain- 
ing germs, while hardy, are 
gradually weakened and event- 
ually die. As a vehicle of dis 
ease, Natural Ice is plainly far 
less dangerous to the public 
health than either water or 
milk.”
